New  Equipment 
Is  Installed  for 

Physics  Classes 

New  Motor,  Generator  and  Switch 

Board  Planned  and  Built  By  Mr. 

Hake  Makes  Valuable  Addition  to 

Laboratory  Equipment. 

. . —  - 

A  now  motor  generator  and  switch 
board,  which  has  just  boon  installed  in 
tho  physics  department,  is,  according 
to  Mr.  Wilson,  tho  finest  piece  of 
machinery  ever  installed  in  that  de¬ 
partment.  Mr.  Hake  planned  and  per¬ 
sonally  built  tho  switch  board  nnd  the 
motor  gonerator  and  Bwitch  board  were 
wirod  by  tho  class  in  alternating  cur¬ 
rents.  The  motor  generator  is  composed 
of  a  combined  alternating  current  mot¬ 
or  nnd  a  direct  current  dynamo.  -The 
devico  is  used  for  the  purposo  of  chang¬ 
ing  alternating  current  into  direct  cur¬ 
rent.  The  switch  board  is  equipped 
with  two  D.  O.  circuit  breakers  which 
automatically  break  tho  current  if  a 
Btudont  should  make  a  wrong  connect¬ 
ion.  thus  protecting  tho  gonerator  from 
being  burned  out.  Other  equipment  on 
tho  Bwitcli  bonrd  consists  of  a  motoT 
switch,  gonerator  switch,  volt  motor, 
ammoter.  four  outlets  for  110  A.  O., 
four  outlots  for  110  D.  O.  and  two  out¬ 
lets  for  220  A.  O.  which  aro  so  con- 
noctod  as  to  got  3  phasos.  A  big  fea¬ 
ture  of  tho  switch  board  is  the  powor 
factor  motor  which  reads  tho  cosine  of 
tho  agio  of  lag  or  lead  between  cur¬ 
rent  and  voltage. 

Tho  220  A.  O.,  tho  110  A.  O.,  and 
the  motor  aro  fused  on  tho  back  of  tho 
switch  board  which  is  made  of  slato. 
Tho  fuses  aro  so  arrangod,  that  tho 
motor  fuses  may  blow  and  still  not  in¬ 
terfere  with  tho  A.  O.  outlets. 

Mr.  Ilako’s  work  is  truly  a  piece  of 
real  workmanship,  having  boon  work¬ 
ing  on  tho  switch  board  only  a  com¬ 
paratively  short  timo.  Tho  generator  is 
as  groat  nn  asset  to  tho  department, 
ns  hns  ovor  boon  added.

Thc  Bulldogs  liavo  a  victory  ovor 
tho  Bearcats,  but  wero  no  match  for 
tho  Maryville  8.  T.  C.  boys  in  tho 
gamo  Thursday  night.  Tho  Bearcats 
had  many  moro  chances  at  tho  goal, 
short  shots  as  well  ns  long  ones,  and 
they  could  hit  tho  basket,  wliilo  tho 
Bulldogs  had  to  be  content  with  few¬ 
er  shots,  nnd  then  many  times  missed 
easy  ones. 

In  tho  opening  minutes  of  tho  gamo 
tho  Bulldogs  had  tho  edge  over  the 
Bearcats,  because  of  a  number  of  fouls 
by  tbo  Maryville  team  at  tho  very  start 
of  tho  game  Kirksville  got  tho  load, 
putting  tho  fight  into  them  nnd  mak¬ 
ing  it  hard  for  Maryville  to  get  start; 
ed.  Aldrich  was  the  first  to  score  for 
tho  Bearcats  with  a  ono  arm  over  head 
shot  from  the  side  lino  that  was  more 
luck  than  science.

Our  intelli¬ 
gence  is  bound  up,  so  far  ns  its  mil* 
torials  aro  concerned,  with  tho  commun¬ 
ity  life  of  which  wo  aro  a  part.  We 
lenow  what  it  communicates  to  us, 
nnd  know  according  to  tho  habits  it 
forms  in  us.  Science  is  an  nffair  of  civ¬ 
ilization,  not  of  individual  intellect.

First  Missouri  Normal  School 
Founded  59  Years  Ago  This  Week

How  Missouri’s  present-day  system 
of  state  teachers  colleges  was  begun — 
just  fifty-nine  years  ago  this  week — is 
related  by  Floyd  C.  Shoemaker,  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Stato  Historical  Society  of 
Missouri.  Mr.  Shoemaker,  whoso  office 
is  a  tOolumbia,  writes  each  week  an 
j  article  of  the  significance  of  that  week 
j  in  the  history  of  tho  state. 

|  On  the  13th  of  February,  fifty-nine 
years  ago,  Joseph  Baldwin,  founder  of 
the  North  Missouri  Normal,  known  to¬ 
day  as  the  Northeast  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College,  canto  to  Kirlcsville, 
Mo.,  from  Indiana  to  find  a  suitable 
place  to  establish  a  privo  school. 

At.  that  time  the  only  normal  school 
in  tho  state  was  located  in  St.  Louis, 
nnd  its  chief  purpose  was  to  furnish 
the  schools  of  that  city  with  teachers. 
As  a  consequence  of  this  it  tended  to 
servo  only  the  students  of  St.  Louis  and 
viehiity.  Taking  that  into  considera¬ 
tion  Professor  Baldwin  camo  to  Kirlcs- 
ville,  where  he  found  tho  remains  of 
the  Old  Cumberland  Academy,  which 
had  been  established  in  1859  to  satisfy 
the  demands  for  a  normal  school  in  that 
part  of  tho  state.  However,  the  tur¬ 
moil  and  excitement  of  tho  Civil  Wnr 
had  caused  its  suspension  two  years 
later.  Professor  Baldwin  purchased  tho 
building  and,  nfter  giving  it  tho  needed 
repairs,  opened  in  it  tho  North  Missouri 
Normal,  September  2,  1867. 

Tho  students  who  gathered  there 
were  decidedly  a  hoterogenoiis  group. 
They  were  of  both  sexes,  and  of  all 
ages  and  sizes  from  tho  primary  group 
up.  Many  of  thorn  had  spoilt  sovoral 
yoars  in  tho  army,  were  behind  in  their 
education,  and  wero  making  their  own 
way  through  school. 

A  Faculty  of  Six. 

Tho  first  faculty,  in  tho  selection  of 
which  Professor  Baldwin  spent  much 
timo  and  effort,  was  composed  of  six 
members,  Ho  wrote  that  all  wero  en¬ 
gaged  with  tho  understanding  that  they 
would  bo  willing  to  devoto  their  lives 
to  tho  building  of  departments  of  un¬ 
surpassed  merit,  nnd  that-  each  would 
feel  as  much  interest  in  tho  succoss  of 
tho  institution  as  if  owning  it.  On 
tho  first  faculty  wero,  besidos  Prof, 
Baldwin,  Prof,  and  Mrs.  F.  L.  Ferris, 
Prof.  W.  P.  Nason,  and  Prof,  and  Mrs, 
I.  M.  Gronwood.  Tho  lattor  throo  af- 
torwurds  served  under  Prof,  Baldwin  as 
mombers  of  tho  faculty  of  the  First 
District'  Normal  School — tho  namo  ap¬ 
plied  to  tho  school  after  it  was  tuken 
over  by  tho  State, 

Immediately  after  establishing  the 
private  school,  Prof,  Baldwiu  began  to 
work  for  tho  creation  of  a  system  of 
state  normal  schools  in  Missouri  like 
those  existing  in  some  other  states.  In 
fact,  he  established  the  North  Missouri 
formal  with  the  hope  that  it  would  be 
accepted  by  the  State  when  such  a  sys¬ 
tem  should  be  .adopted. 

As  u  result  of  Ills  agitation  and  that 
of  others  a  bill  providing  •  for  aueh  a 
system  paased  the  State  Legislature  and 
was  approved  by  .  flov,  ttieClurg  on 


March  19,  1870.  The  act  provided  for 
tho  creation -of  two  normal  schools,  one 
north  of  the  Missouri  River  and  one 
south.  A  board  was  appointed  to  locate 
the  schools  in  tho  counties  offering  the 
greatest  inducement. 

Bid  of  $76,400  Accepted. 

Prof.  Baldwiu  and  the  County  Court 
of  Adair  county  began  working  to  get 
tho  North  Missouri  school  located  at 
Kirksville.  Their  campaigning  resulted 
in  Adair  county’s  voting  bonds  and  of¬ 
fering  a  bid  of  $76,400  in  tho  form  of 
buildings,  bonds,  and  land  for  the 
school  This  bid  included  the  North 
Missouri  Normal.  On  December  29,  1870 
tho  offer  was  accepted  by  the  board 
and  the  "First  District  Normal  School” 
was  located  at  Kirksville.  Tho  South 
Missouri  school  was  located  at  Wnrrons- 
burg  in  Johnson  county. 

The  Board  of  Regents,  undor  whoso 
control  the  school  was  placed,  selected 
Prof.  Baldwin  as  the  first  president. 
It  also  started  work  on  tho  new  build¬ 
ing,  which  was  occupied  on  January  16, 
1873.  Tho  moving  to  tho  new  building 
was  an  important  event  in  tho  lives  of 
the  studonts,  and  it  is  recalled  by  many 
with  much  delight. 

The  school,  since  its  founding,  has  had 
six  presidents.  They  aro  Joseph  Bald¬ 
win  from  1867  to  1881;  W.  P.  Nason, 
acting  president  from  1881  to  1882;  J. 
P.  Blanton,  from  1882  to  1891;  W.  D. 
Dobson,  from  1891  to  1898;  John  R. 
Kirk,  from  1898  to  1925;  and  Eugono 
.Fair,  who  is  serving  at  tho  present  timo. 

Tho  growth  of  tho  school,  ns  shown 
by  tho  iucrenso  in  the  size  of  the  enroll¬ 
ment,  faculty,  and  graduating  classes, 
lias  boon  ronmrkablo.  Tho  enrollment 
tho  first  year,  outside  of  tho  "Model 
School,  ’  ’  was  140,  during  tho  year  1924- 
25  it  wus  1,919.  Tho  first  faculty  num- 
borod  six,  during  tho  summer  torm  of 
1925  it  uumbered  soventy-nino.  Thoro 
wore  eight  studonts  in  tho  first  grad¬ 
uating  cluss,  whilo  693  students  com¬ 
pleted  courses  during  tho  school  year 
1924-25.  Meanwhile  other  normal  schpols 
woro  established  at  Springfield,  Cape 
Girardeau  and  finally  at  Maryvillo. 
Improvement  Marked. 

Improvement  in  the  courses. of  study 
offored  hns  been  us  marked  as  the 
growth  of  tho  schools.  'When  the  first 
school  Btartod,  it  purported  to  covor 
tho  whole  fiold  of  school  work  from  the 
primary  grade  to  that  of  the  collego — 
tho  fiold  of  tho  uormul  school,  Today 
all  are  tcachors’  collogos  and  havo  for 
their  chief  purpose  tho  furnishing  of 
olemeutary  and  high  school  teachers  for 
the  schools  of  tho  State.  They  offor 
four  years  of  collego  work  and  require 
that  amount  for  their  highest  diplomas 
—-the  degree  of  B.  S.  iu  Education,  .

Pcoplo  of  collego  rnnk  rcallzo  the 
limitations  of  personalities  with  or 
without  training.  Thoy  npprcciato  tho 
amount  of.  work  a  dogreo  represents. 
People  aro  not  careful  of  tho  interpre¬ 
tation  of  n  degree-  Degrees  havo  come 
to  represent  special  lines  in  education 
and  not  the  general  lines.  Whon  thoy 
aro  conceived  along  such  special  linos 
thoy  aro  evaluated  for  about  what  thoy 
are  worth.  ’  ’ 

Mr.  Hake — "On  tho  whole  I  believe 
thoy  are  not  over  estimated.  It  is  tho 
only  thing  which  shows  tho  attainments 
of  men  nnd  women.  Of  course  somo  men 
and  women  aro  successful  without  de¬ 
grees  but  at  tho  Irescnt  timo  the  de¬ 
gree  cannot  bo  overestimated.” 

Mr.  Foster — "Some  few  persons  do 
overestimate  the  value  of  a  collego  do- 
groocs  but  nt  tho  present  timo  tho  do- 
Evoryono  should  obtain  a  degree  if 
possible  boenuso  the  dogreo  is  a  recom¬ 
mendation.  It  sets  tho  measure  and 
stamp  of  approval  upon  the  individual 
who  goes  out  to  work. 

Mr.  Cauffiold — "I  havo  sometimes 
felt  that  to  some  extent  degrees  have 
i  been  overestimated  especially  in  edu¬ 
cational  circles.  Tlioro  aro  instructors 
:  who  have  as  much  ability  nnd  aro  just 
as  successful  ns  somo  who  have  de¬ 
grees.  The  degree  does  not  insure  tho 
i  success  of  the  man  or  woman.  However, 
a  person,  who  has  ability  nnd  is  suc¬ 
cessful  .  without  a  degree,  will  bo 
worth  twice  as  much  with  a  degree.

Mo.  H.  S.  Teachers 
Are  Almost  Nomads 

Survey  Shows  That  Forty-Two  Per¬ 
cent  of  Present  High  School  Teach¬ 
ers  Are .  There  for  First  Year. 

The  high  school  teachers  in  Missouri 
don’t  let  any  "grass  grow  under  their 
feet”  judging  by  tho  timo  they  re¬ 
main  in  ono  place.  An  interesting 
survey  of .  tho  longth  of  timo  high 
school  teachers  remain  in  ono  place 
in  Missouri  has  been  mado  by  Richard 
A.  Ball,  senior  student  in  tho  High 
School  Problems  courso  at  Warrons- 
burg. 

His  investigation  showed  that  forty- 
two  percent  of  the  high  school  toncli- 
ors  of  Missouri  are  in  tlioir  present 
teaching  position  for  tho  first  timo 
this  yonr.  Only  five  porcont  of  tho 
noarly  four  thousand  high  school 
tenehors  have  retained  tlioir  samo  po¬ 
sition  for  moro  than  six  yenrs.

Demonstration  Children  Delight 
In  Preparing  Their  Hot  Lunches 


If  you  want  to  sec  a  happy,  indus¬ 
trious,  satisfied  nnd  enthusiastic  group 
of  persons  just  look  in  upon  tlio  child¬ 
ren  in  the  College  demonstration  school 
at  lunch  hour. 

Just  as  soon  ns  they  aro  dismissed  at 
noon,  they  go  joyously  about  preparing 
their  lunch.  When  tlio  children  return- 
to  tho  classroom  somo  show  their  hands 
to  tlioir  classmates  saj’ing,  "See  how 
whito  my  hands  aro!”  Othors  answer, 
"My  hands  are  whiter  thnn  yours” 
or  some  similar  expression. 

Whilo  those  children  wore  getting 
ready  for  lunch,  tho  work  in  tho  lunch 
room  progressed  rapidly.  One  child 
got  the  tables  ready  while  several  are 
in  tho  kitchen  getting  ready  to  serve 
Last  week  tho  boys  wero  permitted  to 
do  the  serving  because  they  refused  to 
cat  unless  thoy  were  allowed  to  do 
their  share  of  work.  They  seem  to  en¬ 
joy  it  very  much.  Ono  of  the  boys 
said  proudly  to  a  guest  who  was  there 
one  day,  ‘  ‘  We  get  to  serve  today  nnd 
tomorrow,  too.” 

As  soon  ns  all  got  seated  the  boys 
began  to  serve.  Just  ns  they  camo  into 
the  lunch  room  three  other  boys  said 
in  .unison,  "Serve  us  first  ’cause  wo 
havo  to  wash  the  dishes.”  Of  course, 
since  they  were  so  industrious  thoy 
were  served  before  the  rest- 

Afterward  the  boys  served  tlio  guest 
then  each  student  in  his  or  her  turn. 

During  the  lunch  some  of  the  child¬ 
ren  carried  on  a  conversation  with 
thoso  near  them.  Four’  boys  wero  es¬ 
pecially  interested  in  discussing  the 
soup  which  had  been  served.  Hero  are 
some  of  the  expressions  used  by  them, 

"0  this  is  good.” 

"I  thought  tho  oyster  soup  best;” 

I  liked  the  ’tater  soup,”  and 

"This  is  the  best  we. have  ever  had.” 

These  expressions  represent  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  all  the  students.  One  notice¬ 


able  thing  wob  the  absence  of  the- 
usual  whine,  "I  don’t  liko  that”  or 
"I  don’t  want  to  oat  that.”  Tho 
children  have  boon  trained  to  eat 
food  which  mnkes  them  stronger  and 
more  healthful. 

After  lunch  was  over  tho  dish  wash¬ 
ers  cleaned  the  tables,  swept  tho  floor, 
washed,  dried,  nnd  put  the  dishes  away 
neatly.  Whilo  tho  boys  wero  doing  this- 
they  wero  whistling  nnd  singing  as 
though  they  enjoyed  it. 

This  hot  lunch  project  was  begun  a 
few  weeks  ago  and  hns  proved  a  suc¬ 
cess.  The  parents  of  tho  children  have 
been  co-oporativo  nnd  when  the  child¬ 
ren  were  asked  to  bring  supplies  they 
responded  generously. 

Since  it  hns  been  such  a  success- 
just  as  a  hot  lunch  project  it  hns  de¬ 
veloped  into  a  project  for  the  entire- 
school.  Through  it  they  havo  origin¬ 
ated  practical  probloms  for  the  arith¬ 
metic  classes  in  tho  upper  grades  while 
in  the  primary  grades  the  number 
combinations  and  introduction  of  writ¬ 
ten  problems  are  based  on  this  project. 

In  hygiene  the  piatcrinl  is  used  to 
teach  food  values,  to  teach  the  child¬ 
ren  to  like  helpful  vegetables,  and  to- 
tench  the  value  of  hot  food.  Out  of 
this  study  has  grown  the  making  of 
posters  which  represent  balanced  meals. 

In  geography  tho  pupils  study  the 
source  and  transportation  of  every¬ 
thing  which  is  used  in  cooking  and: 
serving  the  lunches. 

The  project  is  also  correlated  with 
written  and  oral  English,  spelling,  and 
drawing. 

In  the  seventh  grade  English  the- 
pupils  aro  preparing  a  news  bulletin 
which  keeps  the  students  posted  on 
tho  various  items  concerning  hot 
lunches. 

Miss  Keith  is  aided  in  this  work  by 
the  co-operation  and  help  of  the  prac¬ 
tice  teachers.

Tho  library  is  classified  according 
to  tho  Dewey  decimal  systom  and  is 
managed  by  student  librarians.  At  tho 
present  timo  our  periodical  list  includ¬ 
es  magazines  of  the  best  typo  for  uso 
in  every  department  ns  woll  ns  tho 
daily  paper.  Through  tho  co-operation 
of  tho  student  body,  tho  library  is 
considered  ono  of  the  most  successful 
onto  rprises  of  the  school.  Twclvo  new 
books  on  fiction  havo  been  added  this 
year  aside  from  several  reference 
books.  Tho  task  of  the  librarian  under 
such  circumstances  is  a  very  pleasant 
one. 

Mr.  G.  K.  Fagin  lias  presented  tho 
library  with  thirty-seven  copies  of 
books  which  will  be  very  useful  as 
reference  works.  The  gift  has  been 
appreciated. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Visual  Education  Department  of 
tho  University  of  Missouri  to  furnish 
films  to  the  school  to  bo  used  for 
general  assemblies  as  well  as  class¬ 
room  instruction.  The  moving  picturo 
is  comparatively  a  young  enterprise 
as  it  lias  only  been  in  use  the  last 
twenty  years,  approximately,  yet  it  is 
one  of  tho  best  means  of  assisting  in 
tho  teaching  of  most  any  subject  in 
thee  curriculum.  Tho  first  picture 
shown  of  this  series,  “Play  Safe’’  was 
enjoyed  by  all.  Especially  was  it  of 
interest  to  students  who  drivo  cars. 

A  Dramatic  Club  has  been  organized. 
Some  of  the  members  are  planning  to 
give  two  plays  Thursday,  January  4. 
The  names  of  tho  plays  are  “A  Pair 
of  Lunatics,’’  by  Walkes  and  “Tho 
^.Bcau  of  Bath,’’  by  Constance  D’Arcy 
Mack  ay. 

Tho  American  Problems  class  is 
taking  up  the  study  of  tho  liquor 
question.  A  debate  was  presented  Fri¬ 
day,  the  question  was  “Resolved  that 
the  Eighteenth  Amendment  Should  Bo 
Modified  to  Light  Wines  and  Beer.’.’ 
The  affirmative  won.  The  Rural  Prob¬ 
lems  class  is  to  bo  taken  up  for  study 
next  by  the  class.

(Popular  Educator) 

There  aro  a  number,  of  earmarks 
which  every  real  teacher  possesses  and 
uses.  She  uses  them  because  they  aid 
her  in  work.  They  limy  bo  summarized 
under  tho  following  points.  The  teacher; 
tho  schoolroom;  tho  touching;  tho  dis¬ 
cipline. 

There  arc  at  least  three  factors  that 
are  within  tho  control  of  every  touch¬ 
er  which  aid  her  in  her  work  material¬ 
ly.  Tho  first  is  appearance.  Nothing  so 
lowers  tho  teacher  in  tho  oyes  of  tho 
pupils  n9  artificiality.  One  of  tho  chief 
tilings  that  may  bo  practiced  to  tlio 
teachers’  advantage  is  a  smile.  Of 
course  a  smile  from  tho  face  only  is 
not  a  smile — it  must  come  from  tho 
heart.  In  tho  matter  of  dress  tho  roal 
teacher  will  see  that  her  clothes  nrc 
modest,  conservative  and  comfortable. 
Sineo  hor  pupils  aro  little  imitators, 
there  are  few  things  in  which  the  teach¬ 
er  should  exercise  greater  care. 

Manner  of  Activity 

Tho  second  factor  that  the  teacher 
may  control  is  her  manner  of  activity 
in  the  schoolroom.  There  aro  two  ex¬ 
tremes  in  this  respect.  Tho  slow,  slug¬ 
gish,  snail-like  and  too  quiet  and  tho 
high-tensioned,  nervous,  jerky  teacher 
who  is  so  energetic,  so  elastic  and  so 
noisy  that  many  of  her  stops  must  bo 
retraced  aro  both  undesirable.  Teach¬ 
ers  should  strive  to  strike  a  happy  me¬ 
dium. 

A  third  factor  is  tho  toucher’s  voice. 
Happy  is  tho  teaclied  who  can  instruct 
in  the  natural  conversational  tono  of 
voice.  Surely  the  voice  is  a  magic  wand 
whoso  easy  yet  firm  words  compel 
perfect  obedience  and  teach  thoroughly. 

The  Classroom 

Perhaps  the  most/  important  item 
under  tho  head  of  classroom  is  its  ap¬ 
pearance.  Items  to  bo  considered  here 
are  the  proper  arrangement  of  apparat¬ 
us,  tho  proper  seating  of  tho  pupils 
and  conditions  of  heat,  light  and  ven¬ 
tilation.  Whore  you  find  clean  black¬ 
boards!,  well-arranged  teacher’s  desk 
and  evenly  pulled  curtains  you  will 
likely  find  a  careful,  thorough  teach¬ 
er  who  has  a  plan  of  work  in  mind  for 
each  day  and  classes  each  day  with  a 
plan  executed.  Since  the  element  ot 
timo  is  becoming  recognized  as  more 
valuable  than  ever  before  it  is  im¬ 
portant  that  all  arranged  so  that  they 
are  available  for  instant  use.  Pupils 
do  their  best  wfork  when  they  are  tho 
most  comfortable.  Desks--  should  be 
made  to  fit  tho  pupils  and  not  the 
puipls  to  fit  the  desks. 

Teaching  Suggestions 

In  asking  quecstions,  the  question 
should  bo  stated  before  the  name  of 
the  pupil  is  called. 

Answers  to  quoestions  should  bo 
made  in  complete  statements. 

Toachers  questions  should  ,  bo  few  in 
number,  well  through-out,  and  clearly 
stated. 

In  reciting,  the  pupil  should  stand 
squarely  on  both  feet. 

A  teacher,  with  few  exceptions, 
should  stand  while  teeaching, 

In  teaching  a  class  tho  teacher 
should  have  tho  subject  mattor  so  well 
in  hand  that  no  roforenoo  to  a  textbook 
is  necessary. 

Assignments  should  be  well-propaTed 
and  clearly  and  .unhurriedly  presented 
A  concert  recitation  is  a  weak  do- 
vice. 

Every  teacher  should  ho  a  toacl 
of  spoiling  and  English. 

Only  tho  best  work  of  tho  pu 
should  bo  necoptod.  * . 

Problems  of  Discipline 
A  poor  disciplinarian  is  a  poor 
tcachor.  Under  good  discipline  a  pu¬ 
pil  not  only  does  bettor  work  than  un 
dor  poor  discipline  but  ho  is  getting 
something  of  moro  valuo  than  tho  sub¬ 
ject  mattor  in  totnl.  His  morals  aro  do 
volopod  and  trained. 

A  teacher  should  never  uso  slang 
nor  uncomplimentary  remarks  whon 
disciplining  n  pupil. 

It  is  usually  a  bad  practico  to  dis¬ 
cipline  n  pupil  during  a  recitation. 

Evory  toaclior'  should  ho  responsible 
for  tho  fliBmpli'io  jn  ],ia  own  room. 

Give  tho  pupil  n  “square  deni.”
